2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-5, 12-17, 23-28 and 34-39 lack an inventive step under PCX Article 33(3) as being obvious over Multer et al., (hereinafter 
"Multer") US Patent No. 6,671,575. 

As to claim 1, 12, 23 and 34, Multer discloses a method for synchronizing at least two computers system (col. 1, lines 48-53; col. 3, 
lines 25-43). In particular Multer discloses the claimed "utilization of a synchronization through intermediary adapter resident on 
each client" (col. 4, lines 20-29). Multer does not explicitly disclose the use of interfacing each client to said intermediary. 
However, Multer discloses a system that provides a set of programs specifically designed to transmit or receive differencing data 
from one device to another device, irrespective of the type of file system, data, content, or system hardware (col. 5, lines 30-35; col. 
6, lines 20-62; col. 7, lines 10-67). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill to the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify Multer' system, whereto the platform storage of Multer's fig. 7, would incorporate the use of interfacing each client 
to said intermediary for the purpose of increasing the speed at which such transactions can take place by allowing system optimization 
in terms of reducing the bandwidth utilized to transmit data between two systems. 

As to claims 2-6, 13-17, 24-2S and 35-39, Multer discloses the claimed "whereto said synchronization is utilized to support a data 
sharing operation, an end user roaming" (col. 7, lines 10-67); and "wherein a change enumeration for a client is serialized as at least 
one file stored on said intermediary (col. 7, lines 10-65).
